Yesterday morning, when Dr, Lederlo gob
down to Lis ofMce, the drst thing that eonfront-
ed him was the can of milk, Several clerks
were In the oMes, but the Doctor requested them
to loave as soon as he hisd donned his oMes cont,
rxplaining to them that the test he was ahout Lo
mike was of the greatest Importance, and It
wal flecensnry for Lhe result to remaln secret for
n time.

MBS, KORN ALIVE AND AT LARGE,

Hhe Killed Weor Chlldren
Mer Keeper, Came Hlere,

Tt was sald on good authority yesterday that
Mres. Fannr W, Korn, who on May 6, 1800,
murdered her two children at hor husband’s
flat, 101 West Hixty-alghth stresl, and who was
sent to the Matteawan Asylum for Criminal In-
aane, (8 now in hiding In thiscity, On May 14
Inst Mes, Korn escaped from her kesper, Mary
Oxborn, In Newbargh, where shie had been takon
to have lior discharge argned before Judie
frown of the Sopreme Court.  After a search
of several weeks no trace could be found of the
misslug woman, and it was bolieved that ahe
had been drownoed while teying to cross the Hud-
son KRiver. A reward of $000 wans offered by
the Matteawan anthorities, and there the mat-
tur win pllowed to drop,

Yestertlay, however, two men who have
taken a deen interest In Mm, Korn's case, stuted
ponitively to & Six reporter that she had not
only not been deawned, but thnt she was now in
this city. They say that she came here shortly
After her escape and has since remained (o hid-
ing; that she ia now perfecily sane and is en-
gngod In an attempt to regaln possession of her
property which was placed In trust when she
was sent (o the maylum.

Her former Inwyer, Fraderick K, Porter of 258
Broadway, when aaked about the matier yester.
day, said that he had known for several montlin
that Mrs. Koru was in New York, e Luul
boen to the Matteawan nsylum shortly before
her escape, and bhad been told by Dr, Alllson
I.ImI. it was hin opinion that the woman was aane,

"1 should ralse noobjection to her discharge,”
raid the Doctor, *if T knew that she would be
properly eared for aftorward."

By this, ncconding to Mr, Porter, tho Doctlor
meant that he did not want Mrs. Korn W live
with her husband ngain,

When the woman killed her childrenand shot
herself ahe left a letter saying that ber Lusband
was the cause of her action, that for two years
ber life with him had been unhappy, and that
she sumetimes thought him erazy.

Aawyor Ambrose H. Purdy, who has also
taken an interest In securing the discharge of
Mre. Korn from tlmuglum. talked freely nbout
the matter. He naid that she was st present in
the eity, and that he eould produce herat any
time, * Shecame 1o men few days after her
escape,” said Mr, Purdy, * and told me about it,
and that she had come toa New York to re-

ain  possesalon of her property. [ advised
